The COMMON CORYPHANA. 


The SEA-GREEN SPOTTED CORYPHENE, 
popularly called the Dolphin. 


The genus Coryphena is diftinguifhed in general 
by a more than ufual gaiety of color; many of the 
fpecies being equal in brilliancy to the richeft of the 
Labri and Zei, or even to the golden fplendor of 
fome of the Cyprini. The particular fpecies here 
reprefented is not unfrequently found in the Medi- 
terranean, and has fometimes been moft erroneoufly 
called by the title of Dolphin. It grows to the 
length of four, or even five feet. It is extremely 
fwift and vigorous, and of a predacious nature.
